and adjourn sine die not later than 
tomorrow night. He said that he had 
been asked by several of the delegates 
to sanction a night session to get the

first ballot over.

Hardhig Raps For Order. 


The convention did not get down to 


business until 11:22 when Chairman 
Hard ins called for order in the Coli- 
seum and there was an almost irnme- 
miatc response . The

Kelley offered the invocation. 


Senator Smoot presented the report
